Mrs.Quinlan, wife of Patrick Quinlan 


the janitor at the Holmes Castle, in 
1893, was admitted to Inspector Mc- 
Laug-hlin's private office at an early 
hour Thursday morning. The belief is 
gaining ground that Quinlan knows 
more of Holmes' Chicago affairs than 
any other one person, and the hope was 
entertained that he may have commu- 
nicated part of his knowledge to his 
wife, and that under the terrible or- 
deal of the sweat box, she might be 
compelled to tell what has probably 
been divulged to her. 


After Mrs. Quinlan has been exam-

He is accused 
of having criminally assaulted Ida 
Hutchinson, a seven-year-old child, 
who was found ^unconscious Thursday 
inher father's stable in the suburb. Her 
clothing was torn into shreds and her 
body bruised. 
For two hours her life 


was despaired of but at 3 o'clock she 
recovered consciousness and an hour 
afterward told what she could of the 
outrage. She said her assailant had 
been to the father's house before, and 
she gave such a good description of 
him that suspicion at once fell upon 
Davidson, who was employed by the 
Metropolitan Insurance Co. to make 
weekly collections. 


Man started out at once to find Da- 


vidson and he was soon caught The 
news of his arrest was telephoned in 
advance of his arrival in the suburb. 
The people concluded that Davidson 
was also guilty of the Gerbhardt 
murder. 
A crowd bent on dealing 


summarily with the prisoner met him 
and his captors at the station house 
door.

Mr. Horr took his opponent to task for mak- 


ing a mistake in his figures regarding the 
amount of silver dollars coined in 1870 at the 
Carson City mint, and asserted that the mint 
report from which the silver champion had 
quoted sustained Mr. Horr's proposition that 
not any of the silver produced in this country 
and sold by silver owners, or taken to the mint 
for coinage, was embraced in that money 
which Mr. Harvey sa-d was coined after 1853. 
He has now printed long tables to prove that 
when the entire world, except England, was at- 
tempting to control the price of silver by leg- 
islation, they succeded in keeping tho legal 
price within five cents on the dollar on the 
market, and that generally the variation be- 
tween the market and the legal price was only 
about two points. My proposition is that gold 
has remained nearly stationary in price since 
1873, and thnt silver has fallen in price in ac- 
cordance with the great law of supply and 
demand, and that the cheapened processes of 
production, with the Increase of the supply, 
has driven down the price of silver. 


Mr. -Harvey: I want to say to Mr. Horr, 


while disputing all he has said, the silver de- 
rived from gold in reDning gold at the mints 
was not coined into dollars, but was coined Into 
fractional silver. When he says that the gov- 
ernment was willing to lose that two or three 
per cent, premium, he says that the govern- 
ment was willing to do something that the in- 
dividual was not. The country needs $800,000,- 
000 to meet the nominal demand for money. It 
needs it just as it needs a normal supply of 
wheat. For each dollar in existence we are 
paying the banks interest on two dollars. This 
is the way the banks work up the actual vol- 
ume of money in existence to the normal vol- 
ume. With 31,000,030,000 in existence, the peo- 
ple are using it and paying Interest on .3,300,- 
030,000 additional. • 
Mr. Horr: The whole Question of whether 


banks are a curse to the world and as to the 
credit of the country being the country's life- 
blood, will come later in this debate. It will 
be presented to Mr. Harvey's perfect satisfac- 
tion. Indeed, I doubt whether he will not 
leave the room in perfect diseust with himself 
for having entered Into this debate. "When- 
ever silver mining costs $2 an ounce, men who 
are In it paying their expenses and can only 
sell it for 60 cents, why quit that business the 
world over.

, Council hold a special meeting last 
night to consider the garbage question. 
The mooting was called by Messrs. 
Winters, Hubor and Connolley. 
After 


a two hours discussion of garbage, the 
garbage contractor and sundry other 
questions. Mr, Stokoley was given t<n 
days in which to clean up the city, and 
at tho expiration of that time if the 
alleys are not in a fairly good sanitary 
condition, tho sanitary ..policeman and 
street commissioner are to hire carts 
and clean tip at the expense of the 
garbage contractor. This action on 
tho part of council practically means 
nothing. Mr. Stokoley will likely con- 
tinue to clean up as" best ho can with 
his three cam, 
and when the period 


covered by his contract expires he will 
draw his full amount, 51,750, which 
everybody knows is not enough for 
tho amount of work done. 


Tho following members of council 


woro present: Messrs. Berthold, Con- 
nolloy, Guns, Huber, Labold, Merrill, 
Noil,'Solby, Ross, Wall, Tin-ley, Win- 
tor, President Bannon and Solicitor 
Woodrow. 
Contractor Stokeley was 


present together with his attorney, 
Thoo. K, Funk, and his bondsmen 
Messrs. 
Yoager, 
Neil and Finney. 


Members of the board of health also 
present and interesting spectators in 


honor," said Mr. Funk, "Mr. Stokeley 
will put the city in good condition."'
